In any event the diiletanto school, 
tho school of Anatole Franco, has 
passed. New France demands that 
this class of writing, dealing with ^hii 
extraordinary Indlvidttal, soul -analy- 
sis and moral consideraUons be done 
away with. Social qucsUons, moro 
vital topics, interest the -France of 
(0-day. Barrea, in his transition 
from the old school to the great ques- 
tions of to-day, has ahown the tend- 
ency ot French literature. 

Thefe has been a flood of war-liter- 
ature In France, The hooka written 
at the first of the war. dealing with 
tho nwaltonlnK of the nation, will 
doubtless live. Outhho great book 
on tho war will not be written until 
years from now, when men can look 
at the struggle as a whole, and not 
seo little Incidents and phaHOs of it 
alone. The later war literature is 
altogether too weak for its mighty 
BUbJect Ma«unne, and newspaper 
arUcles win have none but bislorleal 
value. 

But until ihlH war-literatliro ap- 
pear*. distracUon Is tho need of 
France. Fiction la In demaaiL 
More comedies are required. The 
•tagc. especially shows thin londenry. 
There is no doubt that thr many for- 
»>lKn «rmlfrt which occupied France, 
loKeihcr with tho low arUstlo taste of 
the "nouveaux-riches" In France, call 
for light comedy. In literature, tho 
two most popular books since the war 
are by Pierre Bernard, and they deal 
with adventvirouR romance, and fan- 
tasUc ImaAlnaildii Tbcy are remi- 
i.lM'cm of Ali-saiidri< Dumas, pere.

Perhaps (ho "raost 'striking cbang j 
which has taken place Is the complcto 
disappearance of motallc money. B«^ 
fore tho war Russia was rich In money 
but. at the present lime, so complote 
has been tbo change, that postage 
stamps arc being" gèncrully used for 
small changé. The country la flood- 
ed with paper money but it |b ab- 
sorbed, so, to speak, by^thpj^jpoaeants, 
who owing to tho BcarSfty' of[''tooIs 
and' Implomcnts cannot uho It for pur- 
chasing. This shows tho dlBloca- 
tloD of tho economic and iiollttcal 
situation In Liberia. Tho Rouble had 
fallen ^ pnc-fiftb of its pre-war valuo 
and, during .Mr. Tartuk's stay, waa 
continually ou tbo decline. 

Another atrlking chunço is tho 
great Bbortago of tcxllicB and machi- 
nery.' Russia has great quouUtien 
of raw material, uucb. as grain, fulii;; 
crois and catyei but owing to iho'ioçlic 
of transportatlpj^ f«cIM.ttw. cannot ex- 
port them. , Neither can she obtain 
the necessary importai 

A noticcablo fact is that aithougii 
popcr is very scorco, yet Ihoro liua 
been a general Increase of ncwupapcra. 
Uoforo the war It was commuu for a 
city of flfly iihousand/liihabitanlH not 
to have, a single hcwiipapcr. At the 
present time Vladlvostock, a city of 
one'hundrei thouBond. bos six. Mr. 
Tarlak drew attention to tho fact that 
Home of the Western Siberian paporH 
were i)rlnied on wrapping papcr. 
owing to the Krrut Bcnrclty ot PiW^ 
éducation also has lindorgono k 
great change in regard to popular 
opinion.

An unusually larg a munbar of atu* 
denta were present at the aecond 
meeting of the Y.W.C.A. held yeeter- 
day afternoon Jn the Common Room, 
attracted there, no doubt, by the ex- 
pectation of hearing the Reverend 
Doctor SrmondB. The president. Mlaa 
Helen Nlchol, opened the meeting with 
a short prayer, followed by a plea 
made on behalf of the Italian Mission, 
which Is in great need of ' an organlat, 
and an announcement of the supper 
to be given that the siudonta may 
have an opportunity of lAeeting Dr. 
Robertaon. Misa Nlchol then intro- 
duced Dr. Symonds, who has so kindly 
contented to giro the todety a course 
of 'three léctures oii 'tlie Doctrine of 
the 'Kingdom of Ood and Its applica- 
tion to present day life. 

Dr. Symonds, in opening his ad- 
dress, said that bo would first speak 
on tbo Doctrine of the Kingdom of 
Ood aa found In the Old Teatamenti 
taking up tn hlà ad^i lecture the 
quettloB of the Doctrine of tho King- 
dom of Ood ak found in the New Tes- 
tament and concluding with ita appli- 
cation to the clreomatances.of to-day. 
Dr. STOoa di iiUjynted the présent 
method 0t||||lMe|BlfDdy, characterized 
by the verso ufothod, which kIvcb no 
idea of tho general siinilficaiice of the 
work, iie declared that people were 
afraid of modern mctlioda which oro 
aeldom found outside of theological 
colleges. A apirit of inquiry is par- 
ticularly necessary la the study of 
such a book as the Bible, which Iwb 
protoiudly influenced the civilisation 
of Europe for centuries. Therefore 
Dr. Symonds declared his Intention 
of taking up the study of tho Doctrine 
of the Kingdom of God from tho theo- 
logical rather than the devollonal 
point of view. Ho maintained that 
there la no problem of modern times 
which cannot be solved by a careful 
study of tho leaching of Christ, con- 
cerning the Kingdom of Ood. 

With a few masterful touches Dr. 
Symonds outlined the history of tho 
Jews from'ijhevtUnç ;iO^ progeni- 
tor, Abrahiim;^ through tho days of 
Moses and tho "great judges, to tho 
establishment of a kingdom. David 
was tho typical King, and with him 
there was bom the idea of a great 
Hebrew Kingdom to bo tbo Kingdom 
of Qod. This idea became for them 
as viui a thing aa tho British Empire 
is for us and, cvoh throiigh the gloomy 
record of failures that followed, this 
Idea pérsislcd. Though tempted to 
despair the great Hebrew prophets 
clung to their bolicf that eventually 
such a kingdom would come to pass. 
Thlài which they wrote In atich .clr- 
ctutaUmjM must, therefore, bé àii* 
plied; Ùt^thelr own day and not to 'the 
wars and troubles of our own timo. 
as has so often been done. ' Apollyon 
Is Nero, not Napoleon or tho ■ ex- 
Kalser of Qermany. 

Dr. Symonds then quoted tho 46tb 
Psalm In which the King of Israel la 
described aa tho representative of 
Ood, and his thronci aa God's throne. 
Ho followed this with, the famous pas- 
sage from tho book of Isaiah, prophe- 
sying a great king of tho line of 
David, who shall reign with righteous- 
nesB, and a state of porfeèt harmony, 
when the lion shall He down witlr the 
lamb. 

The speaker declared that every na- 
tion believes itself to be the chosen 
ot God, though some nations, such aa 
Germany, to a more Intenso degree 
than fibers. This belief tende to 
develop an exclusive idea of the king- 
dom of Ood: It bad done so with tbo 
Jews. On the other hand it may 
di'Mlop an IncluaUc «phlt, which Is 
rcneciiil ill till- l:i«l tlilrtoiii chapter:! 
of the book of iBalah. Hera Israel 
Ie to bo light of Uto UenUles, Daniel
